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The Second Term 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER HAS 
r won ‘his second term not as a 
party leader but as a man. His per- 
sonal legend has become the dom- 
inant fact in the practical p8litics of 
the nation, 

The strength of the President and 
the relative weakness of the Repub- 
lican Party have long béen clear but 
yesterday they were confirmed by 
the detailed arithmetic of the ballot 
box. Mr. Eisenhower wins an over- 
whelming victory while his party, at 
this writing, with the election count- 
ing incomplete, seems to hold a min- 
ority in both houses of the Congress. 
Even their leader’s broad coat tails 
were unable to carry the Republicans 
into control of the legislature 

Thus for the first time in more 
than a hundred years a victorious 
President immediately faces an oppo- 
sition Congress. But that division, 
unthinkable under the British sys- 
tem, is not nearly so serious, or diffi- 
cult for the President, as it looks on 
paper. 

For two years Mr. Eisenhower 
has worked with a Democratic Con- 
gress and received from it stronger 
support, on most vital issues, than 
he received from its Republican pre- 
decessor. The massive prestige of 
the President and the unquestionable 
mandate he has received from the 
people should assure continued co- 
operation between executive and 
legislature 

More than any President of this 
century, except, perhaps, Franklin 
Roosevelt, Mr. Eisenhower repre- 
sents the will of the nation and that 
wil] must be enforced 

As our neighbors rejoice at an 
election which left no doubt of their 
sentiments, foreigners will not forget 
that the voters have interrupted, if 
they have not ended, the political 
career of a great American. 

Mr. Adlai Stevenson had brought 
to politics a sense of history, a bril- 
liance of mind and a philosophy of 
government unequalled in modern 
times except in the case of Woodrow 
Wilson. Under the American sys- 
tem this man, whom millions of Am- 
ericans supported for the presidency, 
is not leader of the opposition as he 
would be under the British system 
His voice wil] not be heard in the 
Congress. He is only a private citi- 
zen with nothing but. a dwindling 
moral influence on events. He will 
not run again for the presidency but 
foreigners may be permitted to hope 
that he may offer himself later on 
for service in government where his 
unique talents would be useful 

At all events Mr. Stevenson has 
the satisfaction of knowing on the 
morrow of the election that he could 
certainly have beaten any Repub- 
lican except Mr. Eisenhower and that 
no possible candidate could hope to 
beat the most popular President in 
history, the average American writ 
large, the folk image of the nation. 


Maintaining 


we SIR HUGH LINSTEAD, 
secretary ofthe Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Great Britain, 
reached this province the other day 
he discussed narcotic addiction 

Without presuming to tell British 
Columbians or Canadians how to 
handle their particular problems, he 
described Britain’s treatment of the 
addict. In the United Kingdom, he 
pointed out, there is no big social 
problem arising from narcotic addic- 
tion. His country treats the addict 
as a medical case, provides supervised 
drugs for him .and virtually elim- 
inates the pedlar, the man whose 
profits depend on pushing narcotics 
and recruiting more users. 

British’ Columbia spokesmen -op- 
posed to this method of treatment 
argue that most criminal narcotic ad- 
dicts were criminals first and ad- 
dicts later. They suggest that mak- 
ing drugs easily available to the ad- 
dicts in this category would not turn 
them from criminal ways. It would, 
they imply, merely make it easy for 
such people to get their supplies. 

These are two sides of an old 
argument. The British Columbia 
case, however, falls down in one im- 
portant respect.

Sides 


The press conference was an ordeal 
for Mr. Pearson. Reporters sought to as- 
certain which side, if any, Canada was 
lining up with in the split in the Anglo- 
American alliance. Newsmen pressed 
him to indicate whether Canada would 
side with the United States and the 
United Nations against the United King- 
dom or vice versa. But the minister was 
against taking any sides publicly. He 
wanted to wait and see what the United 
Nations meeting would produce. He pre- 
ferred to have ali the facts at hand be- 
fore sounding off—an example that Cana- 
dians generally might do well to follow 
at such periods when Canada’s role as 
linchipin between the U.S. and U.K. pro 
duces stress and strain. 


Statement 


One statement that Mr. Pearson pro 
nounced with obvious care Was that the 
Canadian_Government “regrets” that the

Eastern situation with armed forces, This 
was immediately interpreted by newsmen 
present at the conference as implied critl- 
cism of Britain and France

Decisions 

A special meeting of the cabinet was 
convened to hammer out Government 
policy in the light of the Middle Eastern 
developments.

Prime Minister St. Laurent made 
this clear when confronted by larger than 
usual groups of newspapermen waiting 
for him outside the council chamber, In- 
cidentally under the strain the Prime 
Minister lost some of his urbanity and 
snapped testily at reporters’ questions.

Coach Fred Foot of Toronto has assembled a strong 
track and field team in Vancouver but it is unfortunate that 
track and field is the one sport above all others that is 
heavily emphasized by the United States, Russia and all 
European countries.

In this day of expanding civilization and shrinking hunt- 
ing areas, one of the biggest problems facing the average bird 
hunter is that of finding suitable unposted lands on which 
to hunt 


Hoping to give most of us better hunting, British Co- 
lumbia’s organized ‘sportsmen have launched a strong cam- 
paign 10 wipe out all privaie hunting rights. 

Backing a resolution drawn up by the North Burnaby 
Fish and Game Club, they propose that no one, not even the 
owner, be allowed to shoot over property bounded by “no 
hunting,” “no shooting” or “no trespassing” signs. 

They intend that a property owner would be compelled 
either to prohibit all shooting or throw his land open to the 
public. 

The resolution, which has been forwarded to affiliated 
fish and game organizations and to the attorney-general, who 
administers the Game Act, is apparently patterned after a 
change in the Alberta Game Act 

Although it is reported that over 90 per cent of the B.C. 
fish and game clubs are in favor of the proposal, I believe 
that it Involves too many legal technicalities and endangers 
too much the rights that citizens should have over their own 
properties. 

Perhaps in places like Alberta and some parts of our 
own province, where farms are of sizeable dimensions, some 
aspects of the proposal are feasible. But on Vancouver Island, 
where many of the holdings are of only a féw acres, it would 
give a property owner little control over what ‘happens prac- 
tically in his back yard 


Game Belongs to Public 


The ideas behind the proposal are good. For if game be- 
longs to anyone, it belongs to the public and its exploitation 
by individuals should be prevented if possible. 

Thus any legislation which could stamp out the grow- 
ing practice of selling hunting rights should be encouraged. 
And all Crown lands held under timber leases or grazing 
permits should be open to the public. But! much as we 
would like greater hunting freedom, should we attempt to 
take away a man’s control over his own property? 

Many farmers have banned hunting on their lands be- 
cause of damage caused by thoughtless hunters.and the pro- 
posal suggests that part of the revenue of the game depart- 
ment “be used to form an indemnity fund for farmers suffering 
losses because of careless or malicious hunters.” 

It is certain that only a small minority has caused trouble 
in the past, but it is doubtful if their behavior would improve 
with more freedom, And there are many things, including 
peace of mind, Which are difficult to assess in terms of cash. 

The problem of dwindling hunting space is a perplexing 
one and it is hoped that at least a partial solution can he 
worked out But passing an act which could be the thin 
edge of a wedge that might eventually divide us from other 
rights as citizens doesn't seem to be the right answer 

o ~ .

But now comes another worry for TV fans. In early 
December Channel 12 will-beest it power: from 33,000 
watts to 225,000 watts. 

According to the experts this is bound to wash out 
Channel 13’s reception here altogether 

This is to be rued, of course. Because the Seattle- 
Tacoma channel is a favorite here because it carries the 
hockey games and also the Pacific Coast baseball. 

Nonetheless, to be brutal about it, the loss of 
Channel 13 will affect less than 5 per cent of our citizens. 
Because that is about all who can bring in the channel 
at the present time

is the fact that the new power 
likely affect reception on Channel 11. 
this’ is a horse of an entirely different color. 


| Channel 11 is one of the most popular channels received 


here. It carries such prime favorites as the Eq Sullivan 
Show, Playhouse 90, Ford Star Jubilee, GE Theatre, 
Alfred Hitchock and other such exclusive shows. 

Fortunately, however, many of Channel 11's major 
programs, such as the football games, the baseball 
games, Climax, Steel Hour, 20th Century-Fox, I Love 
Lucy, Shower of Stars, Arthur Godfrey and so on, are 
carried simultaneously on Channe] 12. The Sullivan, 
etc, not shown by 12 can be picked up 
a couple of weeks after their initial showing on Channel 
2 and Channel 6 

In addition to these quieting thoughts, TV tech 
nicians here point out that those who now receive a 
strong 11 signal are likely to continue to bring in Channel 
11 programs with little interference. And those who 
don't can possibly overcome their difficulties through 
readjustment of their antenna, the addition of traps and 
other technical devices 

At this time it would seem sensible to call a 
serviceman into your home until both Channels 12 and 
6 are on the air. Then setg may be attuned with both 
difficulties in mind. At least the expense for the .in 
dividual might be kept down by doing so.
